OF THE TOWN OF MARLOW FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING FEBRUARY 28, 1889. 


Of our schools during the past year, we can confidently 
say that as a whole they have been quite as prosperous and 
successful as at any time heretofore and that their standing 
will bear comparison with that of schools in other towns. 

As far as consistent with what we deemed the highest in- 
terests of the schools we have given employment to our own 
teachers. 

Of the nine different teachers employed (exclusive of the 
High and Winter schools) only three were from out of town. 


SPECIAL REPORT BY SCHOOLS. 


No. 1.—Both terms of this school were taught by Miss 
Etta M. King, an experienced and able teacher. As an in- 
structor, Miss King is one of the best. We have only one 
criticism with respect to her methods, and that was the prac- 
tice of prompting which prevailed during the Summer term 
to a greater extent than in any other school. During the 
Fall term this practice was largely discontinued. ‘The result 
was a marked improvement in the general appearance of the 
school. At the close of this term the scholars passed a sat- 
isfactory examination. Length of school, 20 weeks; num- 
ber of scholars, 13; wages per month including board, $18 ; 

visits of School Board, 4; whole number of visitors, 34. 
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In No. 2 the scholars were as for many years past as- 
signed to No. 7. 

No. 3.—The summer term was taught by Miss Gertie M. 
Corey, of Stoddard. Miss Corey was a beginner but she did 
very good work in this school. The fall term was undertaken 
by Miss Bertha M. Jones. This teacher did not prove to be 
the right person for this difficult school. She failed to gain 
the good will of her scholars and was unsuccessful in disci- 
pline. ‘The scholars were indifferent to study and very irreg- 
ular in attendance, staying away purposely and unnecessarily. 

This unpleasant state of affairs came to an end at the 
close of the seventh week, the teacher presiding the last day 
over empty seats. 

We regret the necessity of reporting a failure in this 
school but do not consider ourselves responsible for it. It 
was one of those rare cases where neither parents, scholars 
nor teacher apparently felt any particular interest in the 
school. Hence we are of opinion that parents, scholars and 
teacher should each bear a portion of the blame. While it 
is true that sucesss is impossible with a teacher whose mind 
is occupied with matters wholly outside the school room, it 
is equally true that no teacher, however faithful and skilful 
can teach scholars when they are not at school. And for 
scholars to attend school but one or two days in a week is 
time worse than wasted. Moreover the task of governing 
a school is rendered doubly hard when the scholars are not 
governed at home. A failure in this case was inevitable and 
unavoidable. 

After a short vacation a third term of five weeks was 
taught by Miss Corey. This term was successful. All par- 
ties were interested and marked progress was made. Both 
the attendance and deportment records as shown by the reg- 
ister were perfect. Length, of school, 21 weeks; number 
of scholars, 6; wages of teacher per month including board, 
$16.67; visits of School Board, 5; whole number of visitors, 
31. 
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No. 4, Primary department.—Both terms of this school 
were taught by Miss Hattie Whittemore, who with the Fall 
term closed her sixth year of consecutive service in this 
school room. Miss Whittemore brought all her accustomed 
energy and skill to the work and was rewarded with her 
usual success. We consider this a model chool. 

Both terms in the Intermediate department were taught 
by Miss Jennie E. Potter of Acworth. Miss Potter’s man- 
agement of this school was very satisfactory. Recitation by 
topic in part. At the close of the Fall term both of these 
schools exhibited some unusually fine specimens of drawing 
showing a proficiency in that particular branch which we 
think could not be excelled by any other scholars of the same 
srade. Length of school in the Primary department 20 
weeks; whole number of pupils, 23; wages of teacher per 
month including board, $28; visits of School Board, 7; 
whole number of visitors, 108. Length of school in the In- 
termediate department, 20 weeks; whole number of pupils, 
18; wages of teacher per month including board, $28; vis- 
its of School Board, 8; whole number of visitors, 126. 

No. 5.—Both terms of this school were taught by Miss 
Marion G. Russell. This teacher has obtained a high rank 
in the profession. As regards deportment we consider this 
the banner school in town. Recitation by topic was practised 
here to a greater extent than in any other school and with the 
most gratifying results. The examination of the classes in 
Arithmetic, Algebra, Geography and Grammar by written 
topic on the blackboard was exceptionally good. Length of 
school, 21 weeks; number of pupils, 12; wages of teacher 
per month, including board, $18; visits of School Board, 5; 
whole number of visitors, 47. 

No. 6. The Summer term of this school was taught by 
Miss Eliza E. Gee. This was Miss Gee’s first attempt, but 
she succeeded very well in this somewhat difficult school. ‘The 
Fall term was taught by Miss Ida G. Ross, also without ex- 
perience as a teacher. But she proved to be well adapted to 
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the needs of the school. Under her management a marked 
improvement was made. Length of school, 19 weeks; num- 
ber of pupils, 8; wages of teacher per month including 
board, $14; visits of school board, 5; whole number of vis- 
itors, 44. 4 

No. 7.—This school is probably the most difficult one in 
town to teach, being made up of all grades from the lowest 
primary to the high scheol. Both terms were taught by Miss 
Amy E. Newton, of Acworth, who did excellent work in this 
school room. She gained the good will of both parents and 
scholars and retained it throughout the entire school year. 
At the closing examination it was evident that a marked im- 
provement had been made, particularly by the smaller schol- 
ars. 

The success of this school lacked only one element of 
completeness. Whispering was practised to a considerable 
extent, and where this practice exists the best results are 
never attained. 

At the close of the summer term the names of ten schol- 
ars or more than half the entire school were found upon the 
roll of honor, an attendance record unequalled by any other 
school in town. Length of school, 20 weeks; number of 
pupils, 20 ; wages of teacher per month including board, $21 ; 
visits of school board, 7; whole number of visitors, 30. 

In No. 8 there was no school during the year, a part of 
the scholars being assigned to No. 1 and the remainder to 
No. 4. Sy this arrangement these scholars were given great- 
er advantages than they could otherwise have enjoyed at an 
expense for the year of but little more than thirty dollars. 
To have maintained a school in this division for the year 
would have cost over eighty dollars. In this one instance at 
least, consolidation is economy. 

WINTER ScHooL.—A winter term was held in the inter- 
mediate school room in No. 4. This school was accessable 
to all scholars in town above the primary grade and to schol- 
ars from out of town upon the payment of a moderate tuition 
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fee. It was made up as follows: two scholars from out of 
town, two from No. 2, twelve from the high school, and the 
remainder from the intermediate school, in all, twenty-nine. 
This school was taught by Mr. E. J. Bugbee of Dartmouth 
college. ‘This teacher’s capacity for government and ability 
as an instructor were of a high order. Recitation by topic 
in part. His management of the school was highly satisfac- 
tory. Length of school, 10 weeks; whole number of pupils, 
29; wages of teacher per month including board, $40; visits 
of school board, 4; whole number of visitors, 24. 

Hieu ScHoot.—The spring term of the high school was 
taught by Mr. Geo. B. Chandler of Bowdoin college. Pos- 
sessing rare abilities both as an instructor and as a discipli- 
narian, his success with this school was almost phenomenal. 
At the closing examination the scholars exhibited a degree of 
proficiency in the highest degree gratifying. Being unable to 
retain Mr. Chandler for further service, we employed Mr. 
Arthur W. Trubey to teach the fall term. Mr. Trubey was 
a young man with but little experience in the business. He 
was a very good instructor but in capacity for government 
was somewhat deficient. Hence the school was much less 
successful than it would otherwise have been. Of the twenty 
scholars present at the opening, only twelve remained at the 
close. ‘The classes were badly broken up and the interest 
materially diminished. Of the remaining scholars, those 
who appeared to have attended school for the purpose of 
learning, acquitted themselves creditably. Length of school, 
20 weeks ; number of pupils, 40; wages of teacher per month 
including board, $50; visits of school board, 6; whole num- 
ber of visitors, 47. ‘The spring term of this school for 1889 
is in charge of Mr. Geo. L. Lowell, opening with 23 scholars.

CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this report, we wish to notice briefly one im- 
portant matter which demands the early attention of our 
citizens especially those who have children to educate. Occa- 
sionally a teacher has been found who could manage our 
high school successful. While others have proved to be 
deficient in that most important qualification capacity for 
government. The reason for this is obvious. Competent 
teachers such as are needed in this schoo] can command high- 
er pay elsewhere, and are consequently in most cases beyond 
our reach. ‘There are two remedies for this evil, one is to 
make a larger appropriation for the support of this school, 
the other to discontinue the school and substitute a lower 
grade of school in its stead. The latter course seems prefer- 
able. With these remarks the report of the School Board is 
respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TOWN LIBRARY. 


The trustees of the town library would submit the follow- 
ing report: 

There were on March 1, 1888, 462 books upon its 
shelves ; since then there has been added 56 volumes, includ- 
ing 3 volumes, Perley’s Reminiscenses (2 volumes), and Old 
Times in the Colonies, donated by the Marlow Library Asso-. 
ciation, making the number now in use 518. These are all 
accounted for; an examination shows that they are, with few 
exceptions, in good condition, in the main they are receiving 
fair treatment at the bands of readers. ‘The Librarian’s 
book shows us that 210 persons have made use of the Libra- 
ry, taking out 3,400 books; each book has been read an ay- 
erage of 6 times; the average number taken out by each per- 
son, 16; number of library days, 101; average exchanges 
per day, 33; largest number taken by one family, 121 ; larg- 
est number by one person, 63; number of families taking 
out 40 books and over, 27. 

We hardly need to commend the support of the library to 
you ; its requirements in the way of appropriations are small 
compared with the benefits which may be derived from its use. 
We feel that it is regarded with increasing favor and that 
you consider that the money given it as well invested as that 
voted for the maintainance of our schools; in fact, what is a 
public library but a school from which none may ever grad- 
uate? We deem the» sums appropriated last year sufficient 
for its needs the ensuing year and recommend that they be 
again voted to it.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Hall under the 
Christian meeting house in said town, on the second Tuesday 
of March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects : 

ARTICLE 1.—To choose a Moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 

Art. 2.—To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

Art. 3.—To bring in your votes upon the following 
amendments as proposed in the amended constitution : 

1st. Do you approve of changing the time for meeting 
of the legislature from June to January, and of changing the 
time when the terms of the officers of the executive and leg- 
islative departments shall commence and the other amend- 
ments in conformity therewith as proposed in the amended 
constitution. 

2d. Do you approve of compensating the members of 
both houses of the legislature by a fixed salary as proposed 
in the amended constitution. | 

3d. Do you approve the filling of vacancies in the sen- 
ate by a new election as proposed in the amended constitution. 

4th. Do you approve of having the speaker of the house 
act aS governor in case of vacancy in the office of governor 
and president of the senate as proposed in the amended con- 
stitution. 

5th. Do you approve of inserting in the Constitution an 
article prohibiting the manufacture, sale or keeping for sale of 
alcoholic or intoxicating liquors as a beverage as proposed in 
the amended constitution. 
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6th. Do you approve of amending article six of the bill 
of rights making the same non-sectarian as proposed in the 
amended constitution. | 

7th. Do you approve of amending the constitution with 
reference to representation in classed towns as proposed in 
the amended constitution. 

Art. 4.—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the repairs of highways and bridges the ensuing 
year, and determine how it shall be paid. 

Art. 5.—To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the support of schools, and for other necessary 
charges arising in said town, for maintenance of the poor, 
for school houses, for the public library, cemeteries, and to 
improve the same; to prepare and publish the early history 
of the town. 

Art. 6.—To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and 
Board of Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of the 
Auditors, agents, committees or other officers heretofore 
chosen or appointed, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Arr. 7.—To transact all other business which may come 
before said meeting.
